Visitors to Towndock Theater in 
Port Washington, Long Island during 
July and August may possibly have 
seen Laneite Anthony Passantino ap¬ 
pear in "The Man Who Came to 
Dinner.” This play, directed by Miss 
Mary McNelis, a teacher of English 
at Lane, may be the springboard which 
will eventually project Anthony to 
fame. 

Anthony played the part of Sandy 
in "The Man Who Came to Dinner.” 
His fellow actors were the Augustine 
Players of Saint John’s University. 

Following his July performance in 
August, he played the role of Red Dog 
in the play "Stalag 17.” It was "grim¬ 
ly realistic” according to Tony. 

He next traveled to Shenandoah, 
Pennsylvania, again playing in "The 
Man Who Came to Dinner.” Sept. 28 
and 29 found him at Saint John’s 
University. 

Miss McNelis, who recognized 
Tony’s talent in last term’s play in 
school "The Pot Boiler” and first 
sponsored him, explains that the sev¬ 
enth termer may act again with the 
Augustine players in Pennsylvania this 
coming summer. 

"The summer experience,” com¬ 
ments Miss McNelis "benefited Tony 
quite a bit. He was exposed to a 
theater broader than the one he 
had met at Lane. Much effort was put 
into his work and Tony’s knowledge 
was ad varied a great deal. He ought 
[ to be y eM^^uable to the dramatic 
^classesan^^HFaSembly programs this 
year.” 

Anthony’s first entry into the legi¬ 
timate theater gave the Shakespearean 
enthusiast the chance he had always 
wanted. 


"Roles in well produced plays are 
a feather in the cap of any young actor, 
and I was privileged to be in two accom¬ 
plished productions this past summer.

Science Project Lab 
Begins Trial Term 

Fifteen students, selected by Mr. 
George Shirkey of the Industrial Arts 
Department, are participating in a new 
half-credit program entitled "Applied 
Research in Iudustrial Arts and Sci¬ 
ence.” The forty minute class, at 
eight in the morning, will be con¬ 
ducted by Mr. Shirkey. 

Only two other high schools—John 
Jay and Christopher Columbus—are 
conducting research programs of this 
type. 

The program permits science stu¬ 
dents who have projects they wish to 
develop to learn the necessary skills 
and gain access to the required equip¬ 
ment. 

The experiments involve use of an 
ionization chamber, a centrifuge, an 
incubator, a telescope, two radio 
transmitters, and work with chromo- 
tography, which is an analytic method 
to determine the elements in a com¬ 
pound.

Now, 
six years later, Mathilda was expecte 
to go over 5,000 feet on its zinc and 
sulphur fuel. 

The record for Fred’s "birds” is 
1J4 miles and the maximum speed is 
500-600 m.p.h..

Schumann, Chopin, and Liszt are 
names regarded by some as relics of a 
dusty, dim, and uninteresting past. 
But as evidenced by the skillful play¬ 
ing of Mr. Melvin Hodge of Lane’s 
music department, these masters come 
alive through vibrant music, as alive 
as songs written today. In his career 
Mr. Hodge has drawn forth the deep¬ 
est emotions from audiences. As proof 
of his talent, while performing for an 
Austrian audience he moved a listening 
Polish auditor to tears. When he pre¬ 
sented Chopin’s Scherzo in B Minor, 
the listener could not help but cry. 

Among this music teacher’s many 
admirers is Mr. Paul Badura-Skoda, the 
reknowned musician of Austria. Mr. 
Badura-Skoda stated that Mr. Hodge’s 
talent is a gift possessed by “one in a 
million.” 

Mr. Hodge was awarded an academic 
scholarship to study at the Mozarteum 


Academy of Music in Austria. 

“However, my musical ability does 
not limit itself to playing the piano,” 
the chorus-accompanist related, “for 
at Music and Art High School in 
Brooklyn, where I was a student, one 
of the pieces I composed was presented 
above all others in my grade.” 

The National Federation of Music 
Clubs presented him with a superior 
rating. The Music Education League 
awarded this teacher a gold medal, the 
highest offered. Mr. Hodge is a fre¬ 
quent performer at the Brooklyn Mu¬ 
seum, where he has given several 
concerts. 

On music played over the radio 
today, Mr. Hodge commented, “While 
every type of music satisfies a par¬ 
ticular audience’s needs, the Classical 
School of music, with its definite form, 
shows more profundity.”

Alice Eisenberg and Helen Rodnite, 
1958 Lane graduates, were granted a 
Woodrow Wilson and a New York 
State Regents College Teachers Fel¬ 
lowship respectively. Helen was also 
given a Leopold Schepp Fellowship. 

Alice was a Lane honor student and 
a "Top Ten” member three times. 
Among her extra-curricular activities 
were membership in the Lane Forum 
and Program Committee. 

Following her high school gradua¬ 
tion Alice entered Queens College. Of 
ten thousand college seniors entering 
in competition for the Wilson Fellow¬ 
ship, Alice was one of the chosen 
1,100.
